GERMANY. 
Cholera. 

Ambassador Hill at Berlin reported October 8 to the Department 
of State: 

During the week ended September 25 there were reported at 
Kalthoff, suburb of Marienburg, West Prussia, 5 cases of cholera with 
2 deaths, and during the week ended October 2, 2 cases with 1 death, 
in the city of Marienburg. 

A fatal case of cholera was reported September 22 at Sommerau, 
near Altfelde, district of Marienburg. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 
London — Plague on steamsliips. 

The American ambassador reported October 18 to the Department 
of State the occurrence of a case of plague on the steamship Oceana 
recently arrived in the river Thames from Bombay. The case was in 
the person of a member of the crew. On October 19 the ambassador 
reported a second case of plague on the steamship Hindle recently 
arrived in the Thames from Bombay. The second case ended fatally. 

HAWAII. 

Last case of human plague at Honolulu occurred July 12, 1910. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Aiea, 9 miles from Hono- 
lulu, April 12, 1910. 

At Hilo the last case of human plague occurred March 23, 1910. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Piihuona, 4 miles from 
Hilo, April 9, 1910.
